The Junior Forest Wardens’

The boys were buddied off be¬ 
fore the camtf’and allowed to pack 
an axe, shorn, tarp, bed rolls, 
food and cooking utensils for each 
pair. No tents, stoves or heaters 
were allowed. The equipment was 
inspected several days before the 
trip by Mr. Dase, Mr. Berry and 
Mr. Dean. After the final ap¬ 
proval, which was made Friday 
night, the boys loaded their to¬ 
boggans and packJ>oards. 

At 9 a.m. Saturday Mr. Oelli, 
Mr. Petsuk and Mr. Dase were on 
hand with trucks to haul the 
equipment to the BOhomolec Ranch 
where Mr. Berry and Mr. Kerr 
were waiting to make up sleigh 
trains pulled by their snow ve¬ 
hicles.

Centennial Walker 
Passes Through Coleman 

Neither sleet, nor snow, nor the cold wea¬ 
ther that he met in the Crows Nest Pass ap¬ 
pears to have disillusioned Hank Gallant, 24- 
year-old Canadian, who is walking across Can¬ 
ada as a one-year Centennial project. 


Born in Prince Edward Island, 
the youth has worked in Prince 
George, B. C., for the past four 
years and has dreamed of making 
the sensational hike. 

He has hitch-hiked across Can¬ 
ada once and has been across our 
continent three other times—thus 
he is fairly familiar with the tei> 
tain and weather he expects to 
face. 

The Centennial walker, as he 
calls himself, left Beacon Hill 
Park in Victoria at Mile O on 
February 6th and his expected 
4585-mile hike will take him across 
the nation to Cape Bona Vista in 
Newfoundland. He has set no time 
las to his arrival in Newfound¬ 
land. 

He average approximately 20 
miles per day walking a casual 
three miles per hour. 

He carries a 40-pound packboard 
loaded with only the barest es¬ 
sentials. 

The hiker’s packboard also dis¬ 
plays a sign “No rides please- 
Centennial Walker”. 

He sleeps outside when weath¬ 
er permits but so far has only 
been able to do this three nights 
with the other nights having been 
spent in a hotel room.

Union To Clean up 
Cemeteries 

Roy tranche and a delegation 
of Miners’ Union members were 
present at Coleman council to dis¬ 
cuss plans for the revamping of 
the Coleman cemeteries which the 
Union will undertake as a Cen¬ 
tennial project.

Receives New 
Appointment 

A six-year veteran of the Fish 
and Wildlife Division, Department 
of Lands and Forests, has been 
a pi minted AJaerta’s Chief Wild¬ 
life Biologist. 

Twenty-seven-year-old Gordon R. 
Kerr, a native of Coleman, Alberta, 
became the division’s top wildlife 
biologist on March 1st, reports S. 
B. Smith, Director of the Division. 

Prior to his promotion, Kerr 
was in charge of two biological dis¬ 
tricts in Northeastern Alberta. 

Earlier he was stationed in Red 
Deer and Lethbridge. 

A Master of Science graduate, 
specializing in Zoology at the Uni¬ 
versity of Alberta, he also attend¬ 
ed Montana State University, — 
where he received his B.Sc. in 
Wildlife Management. 

His master’s thesis was based 
on Mountain Goat Ecology. 

Kef worked as a biologists' 
assistant during three summer 
holidays, for the division, while 
he was attending university in 
Montana. 

He replaces Dr. George Mitchell 
who is now a professor at die Uni¬ 
versity of Saskatchewan.

Promise Of Spring 

This morning the sun made a funnel for 
itself through a heavy skift of dark clouds, 
and it streaked across our front meadow, lit 
up the waters on our pond and brought Green¬ 
horn Farm to life. 

I dressed quickly, eager to get outdoors 
while the fine weather lasted, for here in the 
Fraser Valley, it can shine one moment and 
rain the next. I fed little Wooly-bully, who 
has developed a fabulous appetite for calf- 
grower, and then threw some grain to our 
ducks, newly acquired, while Kathy fed our 
young La Mancha goat, Willy-nilly. Then I 
took the scythe and wandered down to our 
middle pasture where there were still some 
clumps of blackberry bramble to be removed 
-a thorny, miserable job, but what a wonder¬ 
ful sense of accomplishment to see clear, free 
pasture where there was rough tangle before. 

I promised myself not to do too much at 
one time, but once started, was carried along 
from clump to clump, until back and arms 
were weary. Then I literally tore myself from 
the task and walked to the flat rock by the 
creek to do some dreaming about what spring 
would bring to Greenhorn Farm and what 
1967 would bring to Canadians everywhere. 

Here the garden is cultivated and ready 
for seed, the pastures trimmed and freer than 
before of weeds and bramble, and brush try¬ 
ing to intrude on our meadows has been cut 
back. Trees are pruned and sprayed. Hun¬ 
dreds of bulbs are waiting to burst forth in the 
spring sunshine. So we have high hopes of a 
plentiful harvest of beauty and edibles. There 
will be difficulties and disappointments too, 
no doubt, but we should be able to take them 
in stride as long as daisies dot the meadows 
and birds sing in our giant cypress trees. 

We've now been farming for about six 
months and haven't made a thin dime ma¬ 
terially, but many millions worth in peace of 
mind and respect for the earth, and things 
that grow upon it. Farming takes patience, a 
willingness to invest seed, sweat and hopes, 
and then wait and wait for the returns. 

I hope that in the razzle-dazzle of this 
Centennial Year, Canadians do not forget 
that if there are to be big harvests in the years 
ahead, someone must work, and seed, and 
hope. Sometimes, it seems to me that we've 
become a nation greedy for the harvest, but 
none too eager to do the work that must pre¬ 
cede it, or even to reward those willing to do 
it. But that's a pessimistic note, and I'm sure 
I'll shake it when spring comes and the bulbs 
begin to pop through the earth!

New Bird Exhibits 
Go On Display In 
National Museum 

Recently completed renovations 
to the National Museum’s Bird 
Hall include a number of bird 
habitat dioramas, an exhibit of 
winter feeding stations, a col¬ 
lection of birds with recorded 
songs which the visitor can listen 
to, and a highly instructive 3-D 
display showing the development 
of a chicken inside the egg. 

Areas of Canada represented in 
the new dioramas range from the 
Southernmost point of Ontario to 
the High Rockies. There is an en¬ 
chanting view of early spring in 
Point Pelee National Park, con¬ 
sidered to be one of the most 
interesting spots for bird study 
in North America; and a superb 
diorama of early summer at the 
Columbia Icefields, shows a num¬ 
ber of alpine birds which inhabit 
the edge of the timberline. 

Another exhibit shows the aut¬ 
umn Hawk migration at Port 
Stanley, Ontario, where thousands 
of the woods-dwelling hawks gath¬ 
er each fall; and a fourth shows 
the spectacular courtship of the 
Sage Grouse. The scenic back¬ 
grounds for these four have been 
pointed by Perry Wilson, one of 
the foremost diorama artists on 
the continent. 

In the winter feeder display, 


which includes mounted speci¬ 
mens of Ring-necked Pheasants, 
Cedar Waxwings, Snow Buntings, 
Cardinals and many others, all in 
a fresh fall of snow, the Museum 
shows how feeding stations can be 
erected in the family backyard to 
attract some of the birds which 
stay with us throughout the win¬ 
ter. This will remain on view 
during the year and provide a wel¬ 
come contrast with the summer’s 
heat. 

Larger dioramas that make up 
the Bird Hall include Prairie Wa¬ 
terfowl in Spring, Snow Goose 
Breeding Colony at Eskimo Point, 
and Sea Birds of Bonaventure 
Island. 

These attractive displays pro¬ 
vide the visitor with a fascinating 
view of Canadian bird-life. In 
the near future there will be a 
number of other additions to the 
Bird Hall, which will become one 
o! the most interesting exhibitions 
in the Museum.

Everyone has been wondering 
lately just how much meat can 
be* expected from the different 
carcasses. 

The Department of Agriculture 
has a Food Specialist on staff now 
and she has done some study on 
this subject. The result is a mim¬ 
eograph sheet “How Much Meat”. 

The weight of a dressed carcass 
can vary widely and will depend 
on type of animal, its age, its 
condition, the feed it was getting 
before slaughtered. The weight 
also depends on whether the ani¬ 
mal had just been fed before it 
was weighed. 

The amount of weight loss will 
depend upon the grade of ani¬ 
mal, the cuts desired, the amount 
of bone removed and even the in¬ 
dividual butcher. 

In the case of beef, you can ex¬ 
pect a weight loss of 42 to 50 per 
cent when the animal is dressed 
out, another 2 to 3 per cent shrinks 
when the carcass is cooled and a 
further loss of about 12 per cent 
when the meat is boned, trimmed 
and prepared for a freezer. 

The dressing out weight loss for 
pork varies from 22 to 28 per cent 
loss when meat is cut and trim¬ 
med. 

The initial weight loss for lamb 
is between 50 and 55 per cent 
plus another 5 to 10 per cent loss 
when meat is cut and trimmed. 

Let’s use an example of a 900 
pound heifer or steer. The carcass 
will weigh about 540 pounds. This 
means that a side would weigh 
about 270 pounds with the front 
quarter about 140 pounds and the 
hind quarter about 130 pounds. The 
take home beef would be about 
185 peunds and the bone, fat and 
trimming make up the rest of the 
side, or about 85 pounds. 

The take home meat from a 50 
pound whole lamb carcass would 
be about 35 pounds. The bone, 
fat and trimming would weigh 
about 15 pounds. 

The take home meat from a 
215 pound live hog would be about 
104 pounds; 16 pounds of bones, 
fat and trimmings.

Back To School 
For Teachers 

Teachers of the Crows Nest Pass 
and Pincher Creek School Divisions 
met for an institute on Friday, 
March 10th. All teachers assembled 
for -a general session chaired by 
Mr. Horace Allen to hear the key¬ 
note address by Dr. S. A. Lind- 
sted. His topic was “Individual 
Differences”. He outlined the place 
of the individual student in the Al¬ 
berta educational system and he 
stressed the need for -making pro¬ 
vision for individuality in the class 
room. 

Because each student has dif¬ 
ferent levels ability in different 
subjects, classroom teachers must 
not only attempt to deal with each 
student as an individual but also 
know the student’s ability in dif¬ 
ferent subject areas and avoid 
classifying pupils as good or poor 
students. 

Following Dr. Linsted’s address 
the teachers broke up into smaller 
study groups. Elementary teach¬ 
ers attended lectures in Language 
-and Science conducted by Mr. J. T. 
MoRumey and Mr. H. I. Hastings 
respectively. Junior and Senior 
high school teachers were able to 
attend lectures in Social Studies, 
English, Mathematics or Science. 
These sessions were conducted by 
Miss Evelyn Moore, Dr. Merron 
Chorny, Dr. S. Lindstedt and Dr. 
S. Norris. Each lecture was re¬ 
peated in the afternoon so each 
teacher was able to attend two 
different sessions. 

Two informal question and dis¬ 
cussion periods provided the op¬ 
portunity for teachers to exchange 
ideas with the speakers and with 
one another. 

Mr. Hastings and Mr. McBurney 
are Elementary School consult¬ 
ants with the Department of Edu¬ 
cation. Dr. Lindstedt, Dr. Chorny, 
Dr.‘ Norris and 'Miss Moore are 
all faculty members at the Uni¬ 
versity of Calgary. 

Second Session Saturday 
The Pass and Pincher Creek 
teachers were joined on Saturday 
by the teachers of the Willow 
Creek (Fort Macleod) School Di¬ 
vision for “Project Commando”.
